An altogether splendid brouhaha is brewing at 
Yale University. The editors of The Yale Mteraty 
Magazine have had the temerity to sue Yale's 
president, A. Bartlcf t Glamatll, and (he academic 
grove resounds with the clash of intellectual arras. 

The Yale I..it, as It Is known, was founded in I83C. 
Foraccnturyorsoltprovldedafonunforthe , 
literary efforts of undergraduates; it also carried 
pieces by such notables as Rudyaid Kipling, John • 
Dos Passos and Ezra Pound. In the lOGOs the 
magazine began to slide downhill. In 1970 the Yale 
Banner, publisher of the university's yearbook, 
bought the morib und magazine fortt.A-few. years 
laicrrtfiFBonncr oITered Th'cLirio the Elizabciiian 
aub.whlchtumedttdown. 

Finally, tn 1978. three students bought the name, 
the rights and the non-existent assets for another $1. 
litey raised roughly $600,000 In grants from various 
toundatfons. and they tnuisformed the magazine 
Into a quarterly that is downright lovely to look at — 
excellent prcsswork, heavy stock, large twdy type. 

But oncthlng was wrong: tlie new owners were- 
— shtih.l — conservaUvcs.Underthccdltorshlpof 
Andrei Navrozov, the Yale Lit began (o carry 
essays by such writers as (ughl ) John 
Chamberlain. 

An advisory committee was formed. Including 
such figures as (aarghl ) Irving Krlslol, William B. 
Simon and Eugene V. Rostow. The magazine dared 



to criticize (ooohl ) The New YorkTlmes.- 

Well I These goings-on were perceived as 
teddlble. teddlble, tcddlblc by the local literati. One 

professor fumed that The I-ll had become a 
puljlicallan "with a clear antl-Sovict. right-wing 
slant." Another professor denounced the magazine 
as "a whore in red,'-' Tlte Yale Dally News 
complained bitteriy that The Lit was supported by 
rich conservatives "«4io drtve Rolls-Royces," and 
The News demanded that the moggzine be restored 
to luidergraduatc custody. "We want our literary 
magazine back." 

Navrozov, who was graduated from Yale in 1378,—

The group also noted charges that 
Syrian security forces assassinated 
several exiles In West Germany, 
France and Spain and that Libya had 
killed 12 "enemies of the revolution" 
living in foreign lands since 1380. 

In addition to El Salvador, Syria 
and Libya, Amnesty mentioned 
Guatemala, Uganda, the Philippines, 
Pakistan, India, Indonesia. 
Afghanistan. Iran and Iraq as 
partlcuIarJy_gu!Ity_oL.Eoyjnimcnt^ 
"^ordered itilllngs. 

Amnesty reported at least 3,278 
executions took place In 34 nations 
during 1981 — more than half of them 
in Iran, 

"In 1S81 thousands of people were 
unlawfully and deliberately killed for 
political reasorts. without ony form of., 
legal process, by order of their gov- 
ernment or-with Its complicity," the 
group said. ■ 
— -"Circumstances differed greatly, 
yet there were sufficient common 
factors to lead Amnesty International 



to. believe that such killings must be 
confronted worldwide," 

In Syria, security forces went 
door-to-door and killed at least 350 
people In Hama on one night In April 
1981, the report said. Salvadoran 
soldiers killed 22 young people — 
bludgeoning the faces of five ^rls — 
on Jan. 10, i981 in San Salvador and 
then piled their bodies In a parking 
lot. Amnesty said. 

"In Guatemala thousands of people 
.described— by— -govern ment — repre-_ 
sentatlves as 'subversives' and 'crim- 
inals' have been shot on the spot or 
seized and killed later," the report 
said. 

"The problem must now be con- 
fronted by the world community as a 
matter of the utmost urgency," an 
-Amnesty statement said,- 

Many governments cooperated with 
appeals to repatriate refugees to 
hostile countries, Including Honduras, 
Botswana and I^csotho. Mexico and 
the United States, the report said.

The suit. Involving 24 plaintiffs chosen to repre- 
sent nearly 1,200 claimants alleging fallout from the 
blasts expcsed .downwind residents in southern 
Utah, southeastern Nevada and northern Arizona to 
cancer-causing radioactivity.

Johnson's testimony to counter claims by former 
monitoring officials who testified earlier for the 
plantlffs, saying the safety programs were some-

Johnson said a 1953 shot, nicknamed "Dirty 
"Harry" because the high volume of fallout It 
produced, was not expected to drop radioactive 
debris on St. Georgc.
